The Judicial Problem. 

To the Editor of The Herald: 

If the time has ever been in the 
history of tho country when the 
voters, irrespective of party or 
creed, should he aroused to the 
cond.tion of affairs that coufront 
thorn and awakened to u sense of 
duty, Burely that time is at hand 
in this (the 28rd) Judicial district. 

In the outset let me sny, I mean 
to "apeak the truth aud shame the 
devil." If those who are in au¬ 
thority do not measure up to the 
ataiidnrd heretofore maintained or 
required by an intelligent constit¬ 
uency the writdr is not to blame. 
If they do not possess the necessa¬ 
ry qualifications to properly ad¬ 
minister and to perform the dn- 
ties of the otlice which they occu¬ 
py, the people are not to blame. 
Wheu the venerable Judge Riddell 
surrendered with bis life the office 
of Circuit Judge, petty politics 
and peanut politicians gave us 
Judge Adams, who in tarn dictated 
the appointment of Kelly Kash as 
Commonwealth’s Attorney. 

Who is Judge Adams? The edi¬ 
tor of the only Republican paper 
in the district, a lawyer of ability, 
a scholar and a gentleman, tells 
us he is axa^J^t-agger, and is un¬ 
qualified for the office of Circuit 
Judge. Let’g see: Prior to bis 
nomination for Commonwealth’s 
Attorney he was not actively en¬ 
gaged in the practice of the law 
aim claimed to be a business man, 
who, because of his wealth and 
living in Magoffin, a strong Re¬ 
public-ill couuty, was giveu the 
nominatiou, but whose election is 
still a mooted question. 

Be that as it t^ay, he got the 
office and how has he conducted 
ft? With good intentions doubt¬ 
less, but with such marked inabil¬ 
ity and inferiority, as compared 
with his predecessors aud certain 
well known attorneys with whom 
he has had to oontend in the trial 
of criminals, as to become a mat¬ 
ter of common uotoriety. In fact, 
his inability to ‘ cope” with them 
became so potent and generally 
understood that in nearly every 
murder case, and in many felony 
oases which came up for trial, the 
friends of the deceased or injured 
party, in order to uphold the law 
and protect their interests, felt it 
their duty to go to the expense of 
employing assistant counsel. It 
claimed that one lawyer alone hes 
received some |4,000 and another 
law firm about $2,500, to suy noth¬ 
ing of a score or more of other 
prominent criminal lawyers who 
have been employed, more or less, 
to assist Mr. Adams. It can safe¬ 
ly be said that before the people 
get through with Judge Adams 
and his pr> tige as prosecuting at¬ 
torney, they will have paid at least 
$10,000 to outside attorneys to as¬ 
sist these officials, whom the law 
and the constitution require shall 
he sufficiently qualified to protect 
the people's rights and uphold the 
lnws of the couutry. 

Moreover, Judge Adams was 
Commonadallh's Attorney three 
years, attended three courts each 
year in the three counties of the 
district, yet he never accepted a 
fee for or attended to a civil case 
of auy importance during that 
time, and he won’t tell you he 
gavb any particular attention to 
civil practice. Nor will lie tell 
yon he is a good civil lawyer. Yet 
he is Circuit Judge, whose duty it 
is to pass upou the rights of prop¬ 
erty and the liberties of those ac¬ 
cused of crime, and he is asking 
you, Mr. Voter, to give him a fur¬ 
ther leave of power. Shades of 
Elliott and Li I ley I 

“Oh, well,” says Judge Adams, 
"crime has so increased and the 
criminal docket grown ao large, I 
had no time to give to the civil 
practice." 

True, Judge, crime has increased 


alarmingly, and no more fruitfnl 
cause can be given than the ac¬ 
quittal of so many criminals dur¬ 
ing your term of office. Judge 
Adams "could not find time,” per¬ 
haps, to look after civil cases, yet [over J$10,000,IK*) 
they are always set for the last 
week of court, after the criminal 
cases are disposed of. Mr. Byrd 
found time to be on one side or 
the other of m.ist of the important 
civil cases, but Mr. Byrd is a fine 
lawyer who never needed nor 
scarcely had the assistance of em¬ 
ployed council during his term.
